Republican Platform. 


Tbe preamble la rather mixed in 
telegraphing, but recites the history 
of the patty and anticipates a contin­ 
uance of ita national efforts. The plat* 
form declares: 
1st. That the United Statesof Amer­ 
ica is a nation, not a league by tbe 
combined workings of the National 
and State governments under their 
respective constitutions, the rights of 
every citizen are secured at home and 
protected abroad and the common 
welfare promoted. 
2d, The Republ ican party has pre­ 
served this government to the huu 
dredth anniversary of the nation’s 
birth and they are now embodiments 
of the great truths spoken at its era 
die; that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their creat­ 
or with certain inalienable rights, 
among which are life, liberty and pur­ 
suit of happiness; that for the attain­ 
ment of those ends the governments 
have been instituted among men de­ 
riving their just power and consent 
from the governed and these truths 
are cheerfully obeyed,or if not will be 
vigorously enforced. The work of the 
Republican party is unfinished. 
3d. The permanent pacification of 
the Southern section of the Union and 
the complete protection of all its cit­ 
izens in the free enjoyment of the 
rights and duties to which the Repub­ 
lican party stands sacredly pledged; 
the power to provide for the enforce­ 
ment of the principles embodied in 
their constitutional amendments Is 
vested by those amendments in the 
Congress of the United States and we 
declare it to be the solemn obligation 
of the Legislative Execu tive Depart­ 
ment of the government to put into 
immediate and vigorous exercise all 
their constitutional powers for re­ 
moving any just causes of discontent 
on the part of any class and for secur­ 
ing to every American citizen com­ 
plete liberty and exact equality iu the 
exercise of all civil, political aiid pub­ 
lic rights to this end we imperatively 
demand a Congress and a chief execu­ 
tive whose courage and fidelity to thes 
duties shall not falter until these re­ 
sults are placed beyond dispute or re­ 
call. 
4th. In the first act of Congress 
signed by President Grant, 
the Na­ 
tional Government assumed to re­ 
move any doubt as to its purpose to 
discharge all just obligations to pub­ 
lic creditors and solemnly pledge its 
faith to make a provision at the earl­ 
iest possible period for the resumption 
of United States’ notes in coiu. Com­ 
mercial prosperity, public moral and 
national credit demand that the prom­ 
ise be fulfilled by a continuous and 
steady progress to specie payment. 
5th. Under th^ 
constitution 
the 
President and heads of departments 
are to make a nomination for office. 
The Senate is to advise and consent to 
tbe appointments and the ..ouse of 
Representatives is to accuse and pros­ 
ecute faithless officers. 
The best in­ 
terests of tbe public service demands 
that these distinctions be respected 
that 
Senators and Representatives 
who may 
be judges and accusers 
should not dictate appointments to of­ 
fice. The enviable rule in appoint­ 
ments should have reference to hon­ 
esty, fidelity and capacity of the ap­ 
pointees giving to the party iu power 
these places where harmony and vig­ 
or of administration require its policy 
to be represented but perm itting all 
others to be filled by persons selected 
with some reference to the efficiency 
of the public service and the right of 
all citizens to show in honor of rend­ 
ering public service to the country. 
6th. We rejoice in the quickened 
conscience of the people concerning 
political affairs and will hold all pub­ 
lic officers to a rigid responsibility and 
engage that the prosecution of all who 
betray official trusts shall be swift 
thorough and unsparing, 
7th The publicschool system of the 
several States is the bulwark of tbe 
American Republic and with a view 
to its security and permanence we 
recommend an amendment to the 
constitution of the United States for­ 
bidding the appropriation of any pub­ 
lic funds or property for the benefit 
of any scliooi or institution under sec­ 
tarian control. 
8th. The revenue necessary for cur­ 
rent expenditure and the obligations 
of the public debt must be largely 
derived from duties upon importations 
which so far as possiole should be ad­ 
justed to promote the interests of Am­ 
erican labor and advance the prosperi­ 
ty of the whole country. 
9th. We again affirm our opposition 
to further grants of public lands to cor­ 
porations and monopolies and 
de­ 
mand that the National domain be 
devoted to free homes for the people. 
10th. It is the imperative duty of 
the Government so to modify the ex­ 
isting trades with European govern­ 
ments that the same protection shall 
be afforded to the adopted American 
citizen that is given to the native born 
and that all necessary laws should be 
passed to protect emigrants, in the 
absence of power in the States for that 
purpose. 
11th. It is the immediate duty of 
Congress to fully investigate the ef­ 
fect of the immigration and impor­ 
tation of Mongolians upon the moral 
and m aterial interests of the country. 
12th. The Republican party recog. 
nize with approval the subtautial ad­ 
vances recently made toward the es­ 
tablishment of equal rights for the 
women by the very important amend­ 
ment effected by Republican legisla­ 
tions in the land which concern the 
personal and property relations of 
wives, mothers and widows and by 
the appointment and election of wo­ 
men to the Superintendence of edu­ 
cation, charities and other public 
trusts. Tbe demands of this class of 
citizens for additional rights and priv­ 
ileges and imm unities should be treat­ 
ed with judicious consideration. 
13th. The Constitution confers upon 
Congress sovereign power over the 
territories of the United States for 
their government and in the exercise 
of this power is is the right and duty 
of Congress to prohibit and extirpate 
in the territories that relic of barbar­ 
ism—polygamy, and with such legis­ 
lation as shall secure this end and the 
supremaoy of American institutions 
in all the territories. 
14th. The pledges which the nation 
has given to her soldiers and sailors 
must be fulfilled and grateful people 
will always hold those who imperilled 
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their lives for the country’* preeerv*- 
ttan in tbe kindest remembrance. 
15th. We sincerely deprecate all 
sectional feeling and tendencies; we 
therefore note with deep solicitude 
that the Democratic party counts as 
its chief hope of success upon tbe elec­ 
toral votelof the United States secured 
througii the effort of tboee who were 
recently arrayed against the nation, 
and invoke the earnest attention of 
the country to the grave truth that a 
success thus achieved would reopen 
sectional strife and imperil the na­ 
tion’s integrity and human rights. 
16th. We charge the Democratic 
party with being the same in charac­ 
ter and spirit as when it sympathized 
with treason; with making its control 
in the House of Representatives the 
triumph and opportunity of the na­ 
tion’s recent foes; with reasserting 
and applauding in the National capi­ 
tal, the sentiments of unrepentant ie- 
bellion; witn sending the Union sol­ 
diers to the rear and promoting Con­ 
federate soldiers to the front; with de­ 
liberately proposing to repudiate the 
plighted raitn of the government; 
with being equally fafse and Imbecile 
upon tbe overshadowing 
financial 
questions; avoiding the ends of justice 
by its partisan mismanagement and 
obstruction of investigation; 
with 
proving itself through the period of 
its ascendaucy in the lower House of 
Congress utterly incompetent to ad­ 
minister 
the government, and we 
warn the country against trusting a 
party thus unworthy and incapable. 
17th. Tbe National administration 
merits for its honorable work in the 
management of domestic and foreign 
affairs, and Prefident Grant deserves 
tbe 
continued 
gratitude 
of the 
American people for his patriotism 
and his eminent services in war and 
peace.

into the interior the enterprise would 
necessarily fail, and the road would at 
any early day pasB into other hands.

Of course 
persons acquainted with this Pacific 
coast know that Harte does not know 
anything about interior people or the 
interior things of this coast. There 
are miners, of course, who do speak iu 
a rough way, and who are not act us- 
tomed to get their grammar just rigi t, 
but Harte makes them all the same 
way. There are uiiuers witiiiu the 
souud of our voice, were we speakiner 
out loud, at this present writing, who 
can talk well with Harte or anybody 
else iu several mod rn languages, and 
who can discourse intelligently of the 
classics, and who are well posted in 
philosophy. We know meu who do 
this, and yet work for their livelihood. 
Moreover, there is not oue miner iu 
ten but is familiar with the affairs of 
the world, as those affairs occur day 
by day. The same can be said of men 
in other occupations than that of miu- 
ing on our coast. The population here 
is made up of people from all parts of 
the world,and the people who had en­ 
terprise enough to cut loose from the 
humdrum ways of old communities 
and come to this land are not apt to 
be ignorant and stupid.

S a n F r a n c isc o , June 16th.—Sev­ 
eral stockholders of the Western Sav­ 
ings Bank held a meeting yesterday 
to investigate the aifairs of that insti­ 
tution. The bank was formerly on 
Post street, but is now on California 
street. Until within a few months, 
Frederick Clay was cashier, with the 
assistance of Director J. J. Leburn. 
He ran the business his own way, and 
it is charged that he loaned the insti­ 
tution funds on bad securities and in­ 
vested it in enterprises in which he 
had pecuniary interest. He abscond­ 
ed under the assumed name of Pem­ 
berton from Australia, and at Tahiti, 
in company with J. J. Misburn, 
whence he escaped just in time to 
avoid a requisition made for his extra­ 
dition. L pon the organization of the 
Western Savings and Trust Company, 
Clay gave out that the institution hail 
a paid up capital of $2.50,000. This 
capital consisted of promissory notes; 
some of them not wortli more than the 
paper on which they were written. 
Clay gave his and others, but paid up 
capital does not consist of such notes. 
He became during his management of 
this bauk the proprietor of numerous 
enterprises, most of w’liich were losing 
games. 
Hayes’ and Wheeler’s nomination 
were totally unexpected by the Re­ 
publicans here, but are favorably re­ 
ceived. A ratification meeting will 
be held on Wednesday next. 
Silver coin 4 to 5, trade dollars 7 
to 8 per cent, discount. 
The steamer Gaelic for Japan and 
China, took over 8G.OOO half and trade 
dollars. 
Last Wednesday a party of young 
hoodlums bombarded a China wash 
house on the corner of Un ion and Lar­ 
kin streets, with a small howitzer; the 
aim was bad, but the side of a house 
in the vicinity was shattered by the 
slugs with which it was loaded.

Hannah Kern, a married woman of 
intemperate 'habits was found dead 
near her resideuce on Shasta street, 
this morning. When her husband 
went to bed last nlgbt be left her iu 
the kitcheu; she was under the influ­ 
ence of liquor at the ti.ne, and the 
supposition is that during the night 
she became more intoxicated and 
while in that condition went out, and 
falling down was smothered. 
Rudolpb Blumenburg was arrested 
on Wednesday afternoon by United 
States Marshal, on a charge of felony 
for which he was indicted in Wash­ 
ington on the 5tb inst. The offence 
for which be was arrested is alleged 
to have been committed two years 
since; at that time he was a resident 
of Washington, where he formed the 
acquaintance of Henry Birch and 
Patrick Culinare, both of whom were 
temporarily impecuneous and wished 
to borrow money on Government 
bonds. 
Blumenberg represented himself to 
be a man of unlimited means, it is al­ 
leged, and having gained their confi­ 
dence ’ ued Brick $17,600 on thirty 
bonds of < ti a par value of $1000. He 
loaned Culinare about the same 
amount on $44,000 worth of bonds. 
Soon after tie sailed for Europe, and 
nothing further was heard of him un­ 
til several months ago when he ap­ 
pear! as a witness in the celebrated 
Blumenberg case. Brick happening 
to see bis name in the newspapers 
•vcat to the court and identified him. 
The indictment had not been made 
out at the time however, and the ar­ 
rest was postponed until the necessary 
documents arrive from Washington. 
It is said that Blumenberg obtained 
over $100,000 worth of bonds iu this 
way.J. G. Riley, the present mana­ 
ger of the Western Savings Bank, who 
was put in to right affairs, stated this 
inoruiug to a reporter that the parties 
who held the dissatisfied stockholders 
meeting last night, did not own a dol­ 
lars worth of stock in the corporation, 
nor any interest in it whatever. About 
three weeks ago We9te bad transfer­ 
red to him and the principals in the 
meeting last night, 500 shares of stock 
belonging to his sister. 
After the 
transfer Weste made application to 
examine the books. All those requir­ 
ed by law were furnished him, but 
when he demanded to see Clay’s pri­ 
vate accouuts they were refused. Ri­ 
ley said that there was a feud existing 
between Clay and Weste and that the 
latter, by bringing the baak into 
bankruptcy proceedings would have 
been enabled to show up Clay’s man­ 
agement and tbat to do that be was 
willing to injure the bank. He ad­ 
mitted tbat Clay’s management was 
loose and bad but insisted that any 
attempt to force the bank to liquidate 
would now result in simply a loss to 
the stockholders. The depositors were 
ail secured.
